It is important that

ity of providing for their families. If 
a man wilfully neglects to 
provide 


for his wife and children without Just 
cause, every effort should be made to 
apprehend him and compel him to face 
his responsibility to his family. Kven 
in a case where a man may decide to 
leave his wife for a Juc' cause there 
is still the, obligation to support his 
children. It is only fair to expect the 
deserted wife to compel her husband 
to live up to his obligations. 
There- 


fore, she is required to secure a war- 
rant for his arrest before she is con- 
sidered eligible for the mother' aid. If 
mothers' aid were available the 
mo- 


ment the deserter chose to evade his 
family obligations and transfer theni 
to the taxpayers, this form of public 
aid would open a very dangerous ave- 
nue 
toward 
encouraging- 
desertion

termed Burial insurance. 


A study of 500 cases 
showed that 


the average amount of Insurance paid 
by each family 
was

cent;; 
per 


week. The average amount o£ aid re-

of every eight cases, and it ranks sec- 
ond in the general causes of 
depen- 


dency. 


If a man dies, the support 
coming 


from him 
to his dependent 
family 


ceases, since he is no longer capable 
of continuing his effort to support his 
family. 
If a man becomes insane or 


tubercular or blind, or paralyzed, nec- 
essarily hi.s ability 
to 
support 
his 


family ceases (at 
lea at 
during 
the 


period of his incapacity). Likewise, if 
a man Is imprisoned for' a 
term of 


years, his support is
